2) The document D1 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this 
document) an optical signalling device suitable for vehicles or transport means, 
comprising at least one support element (8) fitted to said movable means; at least 
one revolving element (3) arranged on said support element and coupled to drive 
means (6, 7) able to cause rotation thereof; one optical signalling element (1) 
associated with said revolving element (3) and electrically connected to an electric 
power source for illuminating, said optical signalling element (1) comprises laser 
light generators / emitters (column 1 , line 59 - column 2, line 8 and figure 1). 

As a consequence, the device according to claim 1 of the present application is 
known from D1 and therefore not new in the sense of Article 33(2) POT. 

3) Dependent claims 2-9 do not contain any features which, in combination with the 
features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the POT in 
respect of novelty (Article 33(2) POT) or inventive step (Article 33(3) POT), the 
reasons being as follows: 

a) The technical features of claims 2 and 6 are known from D2 (column 5, line 46 - 
column 6, line 25 and figures 2A-2C). 

b) The technical features of claims 4, 7 and 8 are known from D1 (column 1 , line 
59 - column 2, line 8 and figure 1). 

c) The features of claims 3, 5 and 9 are merely straightfonward possibilities that 
the skilled person would select, in accordance with circumstances, without the 
exercise of Inventive skill. 

4) Remark : Contrary to the requirements of Rule 5.1 (a)(ii) POT, the relevant 

background art disclosed in the documents D1-D4 is not mentioned in the 
description, nor are these documents identified therein. 
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
